NOTED ACTRESS FACINATES AT 
COMMUNITY THEATER. 


By Edwin Schalicrt. 


Star performances are so decid- 
edly de trop in the Community 
Theater circle that I hesitate to call 
the present production at the Holly- 
wood Community Playhouse by that 
name. Nevertheless, it is rather 
hard otherwise to describe a pre- 
sentation of “Belinda,” the “April 
Folly” play, by A. A. Milne, which 
enjoys the presence of so noted an 
actress and so wonderful a trouper 
as Henrietta Crosman. 

Even the rather commonplace 
material of Mr. Milne’s piece ac- 
quires a sunshiny luster with so fan- 
cinating a woman as Miss Cros- 
man in the title role) With the aid 
of a very well-balanced supporting 
cast she illumines the obvious situa- 
tions with the essence of delight, 
and the audience is on the qui vive 
jor every pleasurable flash of hu- 
mor that emanates from the lines. 

That ts practically all that Be- 
linda” has—its lines, which are 
really very sparkling. The rest is 
too easy. You know fifteen minutes 
after the rise of the curtain the 
whole story. 
of the theme of “He Fell in Love 
With His Wife.“ 

The he“ in this instance hag 
been away from home for eighteen 
years, which, all things considered. 
is a pretty long while for any man 
to be out. Lots of husbands are 
satisfied with eighteen hours, and 
consider that something of an 
achievement. 

Of course, there has to be a 
strawberry mark so that the hus- 
band can be identified. It happens 
though that this time it's a mole. 
Which mak things far more in- 
tricate, as they say on Highland 
avenue. The principal fun ensues 
as a result of the efforts made bv 
two of the near-widow's suitors to 
locate the man, whom they think 
to he her brother-in-law. 

This isn’t a mile-high plot. need- 
less to say. And I hate to think what 
a lack of interest the play might pos- 
seas if given less capably than by 
Miss Crosman and her support, in- 
cluding that ever-delightful Joyce 
Percey, Philip Hubbard in ah eccen- 
tric characterization, Clark Marshall 
as a budding poet, William Worth- 
ington in a smoothly outlined por- 
trait of the returned husband, and 
Helenita Lieberg in a brief bit as the 
maid. 
Miss Neely Dickson is introducing 
‘her three-act play——-which, by the 
way. is staged with a full perception 
of its springtime beauties—with a 
one-act sketch by Mr. Milne, entitled 
“The Boys Come Home.” This is En- 
glishy comedy, of rather hackneyed 
pattern, but with the author's cus- 
tomary cleverness in oddities of 
thought and repartee. It is played 
by Theodor Von Eltz, Francis Hawks,

9 have known John Burroughs 
about twelve years. We were 
brought together by our common in- 
terests in birds and growing things. 
There was something very simple 
about him, and yet with it all there 
was a thoroughness of investigation 
and a hardihood of endurance that 
gave him rank as a natural man. 
believe if you had offered John Bur- 
roughs a million dollars in one 
hand and the sight of a new bird 
in another, he would have chosen a 
sight of the new bird. 

“He was a great companion. He 
was absolutely childlike in his be- 
lief in people.

ESTES PARK (Colo.) Marth 29. 
Enos A. Mills, in his home at 
Long’s Peak Inn, when informed of 
the death of Mr. Burroughs, said 
America and the world had lost one 
of its greatest naturalists, 

“My personal loss in the death of 
a dear friend is overshadowed by the 
loss to humanity,” said Mr. Mills, 
himself one of the most widely- 
Known naturalists in America. 

“Mr. Burroughs and John Muir 
have succeeded better than any 
other men in interpreting the story 
ot Nature so that all may read and 
understand,“ Mr. Mills added. “They 
made the birds, the bees and the 
animals actually live for all of us.” 


A VENERABLE DEAN. 
John Burroughs was the vener- 


able dean of nature writers in the 
United States. Through a score of 
he shared with . countless 
readers his lifelong intimacy with 
birds, bees, flowers and the whole 
out of doors. His highly developed 
powers of observation and the charm 
of his interpretations were the 
marvel of his critics. 

His flowing white beard, hig kind- 
ly mein, his whole habit of life, and 
his literary style were rather rem- 
iniscent of that famous New En- 
gland school of essayists a genera- 
tion or two before him. His earliest 
writing, on Expression,“ was at one 
time widely mistaken for the work 
of Emerson, a close reader of whom 
Burroughs had been from youth. 
His later works on nature suggested 
something of Thoreau, but, as crit- 
ics said, Burroughs was the more 
sociable writer. 

WRITING A BUGBEAR. 
He learned to love nature when 


he drove cows at his birthplace 


in New York State, but anything like 
a literary composition was a bug- 
bear to him as a youth. The story 
is told of how, when he was 14, in 
common with the members of his 
class at school, he was required to 
write twelve lines of original com- 
position. He copied something out 
of a comic almanac. His theft was 
Spon Again, in desperation,

It apparently was the program of 
those officials having to do directly 
with the farming industry to spread 
conferences over several months in 
which time reprerentatives from the 
various sections may be called here. 
Finance corporation officials have 
said several,times that the western 
and Middle Western farmers must 
be given consideration soon. 

Meetings with representatives of 
the agricultural industry, which 
Secretary Hoover will call, it was 
said, will be informal aind will seek 
to develop a program of co-operation 
with practical limits for the disposi- 
tion of crops.

“Waco Kid” Con Man de Luxe 
Killed by Underworld. 


Charged with Turning Judas; 
Pals Are Arrested. 


Had Had Notorious 8 in 
Criminal W orld. 


[EXCLUSIVES DISPATCH. } 

CHICAGO, March 29.—The “Waco 
Kid.“ con man de luxe, who is 
charged in the underworld with be- 
traying his confederate, Fred K. 
Buckminster into the hands ot the 
@aw, has made his last “squawk.” 

Last night the police of St. Augus- 
tine, Fla., where the “Kid's” bullet- 
riddled body lies in a morgue, asked 
detectives here to search for Alfred 
Cartzile, better known as “Little Alf” 
and his brother, the “Alabama Kid,” 
also members of the $1,000,000 con- 
fidence ring, who are suspected of 
avenging Buckminster’s betrayal. 

It was not until yesterday that 
the body in the St. Augustine morgue 
was identified, although it. has lain 
there since last Monday night—the 
night that Buckminster was taken 
into custody. 

The story of the incidents that led 
up to the killing and the murder it- 
self is as dramatic an underworld 
episode as those that have blazed 
the “Waco Kid's“ fame as a wire- 
tapper from coast to coast and made 
him for years the “stool pigeon” of 
the State's Attorney's office in driving 
the con men and oyant trust“ 
from Chicago. ‘ 


SERVED TIME. 

The “Waco Kid's“ history goes 
back to the days of the old notorious 
Maybray confidence gang. In his 
early days he served time in Leaven- 


worth and at Cleburne, Tex., but that 


was when he was a pickpocket just 
graduating into the wire-tapping 
game. It was his “squeal” to State's 
Attorney Hoyne, following a falling 
out with “Yellow Kid” Weil's con- 
fidence gang, that led to the investi- 
gation that rocked Chicago's police 
department in 1914 and sent Capt. 
Halpin and Detective Sergeant 
O’Brien to prison. 

Up until that time the “Waco Kid” 
—his right name was Willard Powell 
—had operated in Chicago with such 
notorious con men as Barney Bert- 
sche, 
minster, the “Yellow Kid,” ce 
Cass, Ed Rice, John Monroe and a

Mr. Teague voiced the 
that an attempt to bolster up the by- 
product too high would indicate 
that California was trying to create 
a monopoly with double protection 
against loss, since it would have a 
tariff! on fresh lemons and a high 
duty on by-products. It would then 
appear, he thought, that the grow- 
er could make as much money by 
holding back fresh fruit and dump- 
ing it into the by-product plant as 
he could by shipping. and high 
prices for fresh fruit would prejudice 
the public in general against Califor- 
nia citrus growers and their desire 
for honest protective tariff.
